PEACE TREATY TERMS 


TE X T OF THE RUSSO-JAPANESE 
AGREEMENT MADE P U B L IC

I lie text of the treaty of peace con­ 
cluded by Russia and Jap a n a t Ports­ 
mouth, N. II., Sept. 5 and signed by 
E m peror Nicholas and the Em peror of 
Japan, Oct. 14. has been m ade public, 
and is as follows: 


I lie Emperor of Japan on one part 
and the Emperor of all the Russia* on 
the other part. animated by a desire to 
I es toro the birlings of peace to their 
countries, have resolved to conclude a 
treaty ot peace and have for this purpose 
named their plenipotentiaries: that is to 
say, for his majesty, the Emperor of 
Japan, Baron Komura J u taro. Jusumi. 
grand cordon of the Imperia! Order of 
the Rising Sun, his minister for foreign 
affairs, aud his excellency, Tukuhira Ko- 
moro, Imperial Order of 
the 
Sacred 
I Tonsure; his minister to the United 
►“'fates, and his majesty the Emperor of 
all the Riissias, his excellency Serge 
M itte, his secretary of state aud presi­ 
dent of the committee of ministers of 
the empire of Russia, and his excellency 
Baron Roman Rosen, master of the im­ 
perial court of Russia, his majesty’s am­ 
bassador to tln> United States, who, after 
having exchanged their 
full 
powers, 
which were found to be in good aud due 
form, have concluded the following ar­ 
ticles: 
Article 1. There shall henceforth be 
peace and amity between their majesties 
the Emperor of Japan aud the Emperor 
of all the Russias. and between their 
respective states ami subjects. 
Article 2. The imperial Russian gov­ 
ernment acknowledging that Japan pos­ 
sesses in Korea paramount 
political, 
military and economical interests, en­ 
gages neither to obstruct nor interfere 
with measures for guidance, protection 
ami control which the imperial govern­ 
ment of Japan may find necessary to 
take in Korea. 
It is understood that Russian subjects 
in Korea shall be treated in exactly the 
same manner as the subjects and citizens 
of other foreign powers; that is to say, 
they will be placed on tile same footing 
as the subjects and citizens of the most 
favored nation. 
It is also agreed that, iii order to 
avoid causes of misunderstanding, the 
two high contracting parties will abstain 
on the Rtissian-Korean frontier from tak­ 
ing any military measures which may 
menace the security of Russian or Ko­ 
rean territory. 
R ussia Gives U p M a n ch u ria . 
Article 3. Japan ami Russia mutually 
engage: 
1. To evacuate completely and simul­ 
taneously Manchuria except the territory 
affected by the lease of the Liaotung 
peninsula in conformity with the provis­ 
ions of the additional article one annex­ 
ed to this treaty, and. 
2. To restore entirely and completely 
to the exclusive administration of China 
all the portions of Manchuria now in 
occupation or under the control of the 
Japanese Or Russian troops with the ex­ 
ception of the territory above mentioned. 
The imperial government of Russia de­ 
clare that they have not iii Manchuria 
any territorial advantages or preferen­ 
tial or exclusive concessions in the im­ 
pairment of Chinese sovereignty or in­ 
consistent with the principle of equal 
opportunity. 
Article 4. Japan and Russia recipro­ 
cally engage not to obstruct any gtui- 
eral measures common to all countries 
which China may take for the develop­ 
ment of the commerce or industry of 
Manchuria.

MEET D E ATH IN H U G E WAVE. 


S ix K illed and T h ir ty -s ix In ju red iii 
Cutuird L ine's C am pania. 
Five persons sw ept overboard, one 
dead a fte r an operation and thirty- 
six injured is the roster of victims of 
the trem endous wave that descended 
upon the Cima rd line steam ship C am ­ 
pania off the great banks 
of 
New­ 
foundland Wednesday. So sudden was 
the coming of the disaster and so great 
the confusion which attended and fol­ 
lowed it. that even the officers of the 
steam er themselves were unable upon 
the vessel’s arrival in New York to es­ 
tim ate the full extent of the tragedy. 
The Campania was plowing along 
limier full headway. 
A heavy q u arte r­ 
ing sea w as running, but the w eather 
conditions were far from unpleasant 
and the big float’s decks were crow d­ 
ed with passengers. The steerage deck 
was covered with merry-m akers 
and 
there was nothing to indicate the ap­ 
proaching disaster, when suddenly the 
big 
steam er 
lurched 
to 
port 
and 
scooped up an enormous sea. 
The 
w ave boarded the steam er about mid­ 
ships on the port side and swept clear 
across the steerage deck, completely 
tilling the space between th at deck and 
the deck above, carrying 
everything 
with it. 
So deep was the steam er’s 
side buried th at the passengers on the 
deck above the steerage were 
sub­ 
merged to their waists as the immense 
volume of w ater rolled a ft and then 
surged forward. 
Others, (lashed against the rails and 
other like obstructions, escaped deatii. 
blit m any of them received severe in­ 
juries. 
One young wom an had I Kith 
legs broken at the thigh and several 
persons suffered broken arm s and ribs, 
while more than a score w ere bruised 
and battered. 
All the cabin passengers on the up­ 
per deck succeeded in clinging to sup­ 
ports, while the w aters surged around 
thorn, and wore saved, but the unfor­ 
tunates on the steerage deck 
found 
themselves utterly helpless. 
The irre­ 
sistible rush of waters, sweeping to­ 
w ard the forw ard p art of the ship, car­ 
ried everything before it. 
So great 
w as the volume and force of the rush­ 
ing w aters th a t a door in the rail was 
sm ashed and through this opening live 
of the helpless ones were swept to 
their death. 


Article 5. The imperial Russian ?or- 
erunvent transfer and assign to the im­ 
perial government of Japan, with the 
consent of tile government of Chian, the 
lense of I *«»rt Arthur.

lease. 
The two contracting parties mutually 
engage to obtain the consent «'f tile ('ii- 
nese government mentioned in the fore­ 
going stipulation. 
The imperial government of Japan on 
their part undertake that the proprie­ 
tary rights of Russian subject* iii the 
territory above referred to shall be p?r- 
feetly respected. 
Article ti. The imperial Russian gov­ 
ernment engage to transfer and assign 
to the imperia! government of Japan 
without compensation aud with tin* con­ 
sent of the Chines** government the rail­ 
way between UJiangchunfii and Kwan- 
ehigtsii and Fort Arthur and all the 
branches, together with all the rights, 
privileges and properties appertaining 
thereto in that region, as well as all the 
coal mines in said region belonging to 
or worked for the benefit of the railway. 
C hina's Consent to Be G ained, 
The two high contracting parties mu­ 
tually engage to obtain the consent of 
the government of China mentioned iii 
the foregoing stipulation. 
Article 7. Japan aud Russia engage 
to exploit their respective railways in 
Manchuria exclusively 
for 
commercial 
anil industrial purposes and nowise for 
strategic purposes. 
It is understood that 
this restriction does not apply to the rail­ 
way in the territory affected by the lease 
of the Liaotung peninsula. 
Article 8. The imperial governments 
of Japan and Russia, with the view to 
promote and facilitate intercourse and 
traffic, will as soon as possible conclude 
a separate convention for the regulation 
of their connecting railway services in 
Manchuria. 
In Article I) Russia cedes to Japan all 
of Sakhalin Island below latitude 50, 
and both powers agree to construct forts 
or military works in Sakhalin. 
The 
straits of Tartare ^od Penalise are to re­ 
main free to navigation. 
Article IO protects Russians iii ceded 
territory in their former rights. 
The 
treaty then says: 
Article IL Russia engages to arrange 
with Japan for granting to Japanese sub­ 
jects rights of fishery along the coasts 
of the Russian possession in the Japan, 
Okhotsk, and Bering seas. 
It is agreed that the foregoing en­ 
gagement shall not affect rights already 
belonging to Russian or foreign subjects 
in those Regions. 
Article 12 provides f r a commercial 
treaty on the most favored nation basis. 
Article 13 provides for the repatriation 
of prisoners of war. 
It says Japan 
and Russia shall prepare statements of 
expenses incurred in maintaining prison­ 
ers, and adds: 
“Russia engages to repay to Japan, as 
soon as possible after the exchange of 
statement, us above provided, the differ­ 
ence between the actual amount so ex­ 
pended by Japan and the actual amount 
similarly disbursed by Russia.” 
M. Teraoutchi, Japanese Minister of 
W ar, has issued an order instructing 
the Japanese arm y in the field to ab­ 
stain front criticising the terms 
of 
peace on the grounds th a t tin* declara­ 
tion of peace and of w ar are entirely 
the outcome of sovereign power. 
His 
order forbids the criticism of either 
subject, especially by those engaged in 
military service. 
He advises the sol­ 
diers to utilize the 
opportunities 
of 
peace after the disbandm ent of their 
regiments by engaging in their respec­ 
tive occupations, alw ays holding them ­ 
selves in readiness to join the colors at 
the Em peror’s command.

Sunday morning, a total attendance of 
50.909 for the day had been registered, 
making a grand total for the entire fair 
period of 2,545.501). 
The attendance for 
the last day rank* third in point of num­ 
bers. Portland day and Fourth of July 
being the only greater days. 
The exposition was entirely successful. 
In point of attendance nil predictions 
were beaten. 
YY’hile the fair was well 
patronized by the home people, great 
throngs of visitors from all parts of the 
I n it od States were constantly in the 
city, often taxing the hotel capacify to 
tin* limit. 
Naturally the merchants are 
well satisfied with the success of the ex­ 
position. 
Financially also tin* exposition 
went beyond all expectations. 
It is

be declared. 
This places Portland sec­ 
ond only to Omaha in financial record* 
lor world's fairs and fourth in point of 
attendance among twelve that have been 
held.

F o rem o st A cto r o f th e A g e E x p ir e s iii 
H a rn ess in E n g la n d , 
Al! E ngland is plunged iii grief be­ 
cause of the sudden death of Sir Henry 
Irving, gieatest actor of the age, who 
expired F riday night before medical aid 
could reach him after a powerful pre­ 
sentation of Lord Tennyson’s “ Becket” 
in the playhouse at Bradford. 
T he ap­ 
plause of the audience scarcely had died 
aw ay when the famous tragedian breath­ 
ed hisl ast. 
Sir H enry died literally in harness. 
Ile was giving a series of farewell per­ 
formances in the English provinces and 
was playing an engagement a t B rad­ 
ford, appearing in several favorite roles. 
Thursday he presented "K ing Bene’s 
I laughter” and “The Bells” and seemed 
to be iii excellent health, taking the 
exhausting part of M atthias in the latter 
play with all the vigor of youth. 
Fri- 
iay night before an enthusiastic audi­ 
ence he portrayed one of his most char­ 
acteristically intellectual parts, the title 
role iii Ins own stage adaptation of Lord 
Tennyson’s “ Becket,” with marked slic­ 
es s. 
A fter the performance Sir H enry re­ 
turned to his hotel, reaching his rooms 
it 11:50 o’clock, when it was observed 
th a t he was in great pain. 
Physicians 
were immediately summoned, but before 
they could arrive Sir H enry was seized 
with an attack of syncope and expired 
within a few minutes, without having 
altered a worth 
To the last moment of his life Sir 
H enry Irving's heart was in the work 
to which he had devoted his career— 
the raising of the standard of his art. 
On W ednesday he was entertained at 
luncheon iii the Bradford town hall, at 
which the M ayor presented him ail ad­ 
dress from his admirers. 
In replying to the address Sir H enry 
spoke of himself as one the sands of 
whose life were fast running out. but 
no one then present had the slightest 
idea that the end would come so soon. 
IL* proceeded in his reply to eloquently 
advocate the establishment of theaters by 
municipalities, “ because,” he said. “ I 
believe that by this means the standard 
of the true drama, as distinguished from 
miscellaneous entertainments, would be 
successfully upheld.”

G argoyles w ere the c a ric a tu re s of 
m ediaeval times.

T h e ob servatory h as been esta b lish ­ 
ed for th e special purpose o f stu d y in g 
the su n and tile problem s o f stellar 
evolution. 
Its in stru m ents w ill be e m ­ 
ployed iii m a k in g daily com p utations 
o f Hie volu m e o f solar radiation, to 
d eterm in e w h e th er ch an ges are takin g 
place iii the am ount o f heat w hich the 
earth receives from the sun; w h ile the 
sta rs and nebulae w ill be co n sta n tly 
observed by tho most highly d eveloped 
in stru m ents o f m odern tim es. 
U nder 
the very favorable conditions ex istin g 
at M ount W ilson and by the aid of the 
n ew and w ond erfu l in stru m ents w hich 
modern astronom y is d evelopin g it is 
exp ected th a t great ad van ces w ill be 
m ade in our k now ledge o f the h ea v en ­ 
ly bodies. 
T h e im portance o f the stud y o f solar 
conditions has long been recognized by 
astronom ers. T h e sun is th e sta r near­ 
est the earth, 
th e 
n ex t 
nearest o f 
w hich w e h a v e k n ow led ge b eing 300,- 
000 tim es m ore distant. 
W h ile great 
Im provem ents h a v e been m ade in the 
in stru m ents adapted for solar study, 
the u nfavorab le conditions ex istin g a t 
all th e older observatories h a v e seri­ 
ously interfered w ith the stu d y o f the 
sun, and only one o f the tw e n ty -tw o 
great refractin g telescop es has been 
regularly em ployed in solar work. 
A fte r long and careful in vestigation 
o f possibilities it w a s found that al­ 
m ost ideal conditions existed at M ount 
W ilson. 
Its su m m it is covered w ith 
trees, thu s preventin g the radiation 
from the slopes o f the m ountain p res­ 
en t 
at other elevated observatories; 
tile prevailing atm osphere is clear and 
calm and a cloudy or storm y day is a 
rarity.

London.—A new airship, the inven­ 
tion 
of 
a 
Greek named Marinakis, 
which has been patented in the United 
Kingdom and the British colonies, and 
watch has obtained the favorable opin­ 
ion of several British experts, is to be 
tiled soon before representatives of 
the war office. 
One of the many difficulties connect­ 
ed with navigation of the air has beon 
the inability of airships to oppose con­ 
trary currents. Alaranikas considers 
that he has surmounted this difficulty. 
His vessel is so constructed th at a cur­ 
rent of air which otherwise would In­ 
terfere with the desired course of the 
rhip Ie broken ap, deflected and causey 
to pass alongside thereby in*»re or less 
Bul.Hying the jreasure of side currents. 
The salient point of the invention Is 
tho tractor, which is placed in the 
front part of the airship, where it does 
the double duty 
of 
propulsion 
and 
steering. It can be driven by any mo­ 
tive power, being composed of four 
or more arms qquai to or longer than 
half the diameter of the airship. 
The object of this arrangem ent is to 
protect the front part of the ship from 
the Influence of wind. 
Blades of pro­ 
portionate size are placed so as *o nove 
the airship forward whilst protecting 
its side from the w ind 
Attached to the tractor Is a wind 
guard of Ingenious character. The air­ 
ship is steered by the varying diroo- 
tlon of the vertical axis on which the 
tractor Is curved. The motor Is placed 
at the rear. 
The airship has a long, 
cyi) lyrical body.
